“tf I knew Martin was selling his meat 
here the subject would not interest me in 
the least; and I do not see how he can send 
it to Germany, because no foreign meat is 
received there unless it bears the certificate 
of inspection. Still, if there is the slightest 
possibility that Martin is shipping diseased 
horsemeat to Germany I must of necessity 
look into it. I should be pleased to visit the 
place.in company with the other Consuls, 
but I shall go anyhow, in company with my 
physician. If the Health Commissioner has 
ascertained that this meat is not brought to 
Chicago, then it becomes my duty to find 
out where it goes.“ 

Charles Henrotin, the Belgian Consul, 
said: “As soon as I read the article in Tun 
TRIBUNE I took steps to ascertain the facts 
in regard to Martin’s place, and especially 
in regard to his shipping his meat to Ant- 
werp. But as my investigations are incom- 
plete I shall put myself in communication 
with the French and German Consuls and 
codperate with them in probing the matter 
to the bottom.“

Richard Martin is wise in his generation.

NO QUORUM ATTHE SPECIAL MEETING 


Healy Promptly Quashes a Motion for an 
Adjournment to Today. 

More of a sensation was created by the fail- 
ure of the County Board to hold a special 
meeting yesterday afternoon than if it had 
met and had a general mik“ over the reso- 
lutions which Commissioner Kunstwan had 
prepared and intended to offer. President 
Healy adjourned the meeting on the ground 
that a quorum was not present and refused 
to entertain a motion made by Kunstman 
that an adjournment be taken until today. 
Five members of the board had signed a call 
fora special meeting in accordance with the 
rules of the board, the object being to take 
steps to investigate the Pucik murder. Presi- 
dent Healy-evidently bas his gown ideas re- 
garding this investigation, and it was appar- 
ent politics was cutting considerable figure, 

The board met at 2 o’clock and was called 
to order by President Healy. Clerk McCarthy 
called the roll and Commissioners Beer, 
Jones, Healy, Kunstman, Struckman, and 
Ritter responded to their names. There 
were two less than a quorum present, and 
after the roll call President Healy announced 
that a quorum was not present. Kunstman 
immediately shut in his motion to adjourn 
until today. but President Healy refused to 
recognize him and declared the meeting ad- 
journed. The point was raised that the rules 
provided that when a quorum was not present 
the board could adjourn to the following day, 
but the President replied: 

„That applies to regular sessions. Thie is 
a specia! session and the rule does not govern 
this case. The board stands adjourned.” 

This settled it and the five Commissioners 
were somewhat confused for a moment, but the 
President marched down from the speaker’s 
desk and the Commissioners, after standing 
around fora few minutes, left room. 
Commissioner Cunning, who, it was said, had 
promised to be at the meeting, was in the 
corridor at the time and it was also said Mar- 
tin was in the buildmg. Commissioner 
Unold, a few minutes before the board 
meeting, called up Commissioner Beer 
on the telephone and asked him to goto the 
country with him to inspect some highways 
in Cicero. Both the Commissioners are mem- 
bers of the Committee on Roads and Bridges. 
The little game, if such it was intended, did 
not work and Mr. Beers went to the meeting. 
Cofmissioner Kunstman and his five col- 
leagues thought at first they would sign a cull 
for another special meeting, but concluded 
afterward to leave the matter of investigating 
Dunning to the grand jury. 

The following is a resolution which Mr. 
Kunstman had prepared and intended to 
offer:

In some cases the pressure would be 
so strong, coupled with promises of better 
conduct in the future, that I would have to 
yield. In some instance sych reinstatement 
might have been a good thing so far as the 
individual: was concerned, but its general 
effect on the discipline of the whole institu- 
tion was ruinous. The example made many 
bad attendants who otherwise might have 
been good ones. 


Public is at Fault. 


“In a general way I should say that the 
faults in the management at Dunning’ have 
been divided between the public and its ser- 


have met with summary dismissal.”’ 

“What means do you employ for the con- 
trol of violent patients?“ 

“It's an easier matter than realized on the 
moment. An attendant studies a patient as 
a teacher does her children, and after one or 
two bad spells it is easy to tell when the 
change is coming on and prepare for it. 


When a patient becomes obstreperous the | 


first thing is to secure control over her. If 
possible this is accomplished by humoring 
her whim and quieting her down in that 
way. If this fails then restraint according 
to the emergency must be used. We use 
muffs, mittens, or straps, although nothing 
of this sort can be applied without orders 
from the physician, who is immediately 
summoned. In extreme cases the Supervis- 
or is summoned to aid in restraining refrac- 
tory patients.“ 

Have you known of male attachés of the 
institution ever having been left alone with 
female patients?“ 

“[ can positively say that such a thing 
has never occurred during my stay here, 
and I have never known a male attendant 
and a female patient to be together except at 
the Friday night dances, when male at- 
tendants dance with female patients and 
female attendants with male patients.“ 

Is much liquor issued to the female de- 
3 and is it accessible to the attend- 
ants?’’ 

Under the physicians’ orders stimulants 
are frequently administered to patients, 
but it would be impossible for an attendant 
to obtain possession of more than two 
ounces of liquor at a time, and this would be 
almost immediately detected. Besides, I 
don't believe any of the attendants care for 
Uquor.“ 

Officials and attendants were unanimous 
in declaring that no male attendant had 
means of access to the female department 
and even Supervisor Cadotte was compelled 
to awiait the offices of Supervisoress Fender 
in unloeking the doors to female wards when 
showing visitors throuogh, as he had no key. 
The patients themselves were restive 
under the disturbing influence of many vis- 
itors, but many greeted the Supervisoress 
with affection. | 


BENSON’S IDEAS ON CARE OF INSANE. 


He Is the Last Physician Who Had Charge 
of Dunning Asylum. 

Dr. John A. Benson was Superintendent 
of the Dunning Asylum in 1890, 91, and 92, 
and was the last physician to hold that 
position. He is an alienist of long practice 
and wide experience. His opinion was 
asked as to the condition of affairs at the 
Cook County Asylum for the Insane and 
what should be done to remedy it. Dr. Ben- 
son said he knew nothing of the conditions 
there at the present day, as he had not been 
in the asylum since 1892. He thought, how- 
ever, the place had been-pretty thoroughly 
exposed by the newspapers, since the Pucik 
murder. Regarding changes that should 
be made in the system in vogue at Dunning 
the doctor held decided views and expressed 
them freely. 

“I deprecate most bitterly,” he said, “the 
fact that the head of the Cook County Hos- 
pital for the Insane is not a physician. There 
can be no doubt in the mind of any reasonable 
man that the head of any hospital, and es- 
pecially the head of a hospital for the treat- 
ment of insane patients, should be a medical 
man and a specialist. In the present day, 
the mere administration of physic is a small 
part—the smallest part of a physician’s du- 
ties, even for the most trivial ailments. 
When a man’ comes to a doctor the doctor 
must learn all about him—what he eats, how 
he eats, how he sleeps, his working habits, 
and his habits of leisure and his sanitary 
surroundings, in order to find out the cause 
of the trouble and obviate it. He may be 
eating too much or too little, or the wrong 
kind of food, or he may not assim- 
llate his food—there are a thousand 
little things to be inquired into, 
and when the truth is reached he may 
not require any medicine at all. It may be 
merely necessary to point out to him where 
he has gone wrong in his daily habits and 
he can effect the cure himself. Now, if sueh 
care and -watchfulnpess are im 
small ailments much more are they re- 
quired when the mind is diseased? The day 
has passed by when insanity is regarded as 
a crime. It is now recognized as a disease 
and treated as such by advanced physicians. 
Each case demands individual treatment. 
But how can such treatment be given ina 
hospital where 1,200 patients are huddled 
into a space not large enough for 800? 

“I would rather take charge of an institu- 
tion like Dunning without an ounce of medi- 
cine about the place if I could have the san- 
itary surroundings to my liking than to take 
it as it is with all the medicines at my com- 
mand the druggists and chemists ever com- 
pounded. Everything in the environment 
of an insane person has an influence on him 
the floor of his room, the walls, the bedding, 
the light, the ventilation are all factors in 
his case, and none but a physician is compe- 
tent to decide upon their fitness. 


In the case of a sane patient you can tell 


him what to do and he will do it; he can think 
for himself. But an insane man cannot 
think for himself; the doctor has to think 
for hint and watch him closely and see that 
he does those things that are best for him.“

SUPT. MORGAN WANTS MORE HELP. 


Visitorss Day at the Asylum Shows Wards 
Are Crowded Beyond Their Capacity. 

It was visitors’ day yesterday at Uunning 
and Visitors were as thick as leaves in Val- 
lombrosa’s woods. They ranged the grounds 
and wards at will. Supt. Morgan bustled 
about. It was his busy day. In addition to 
the care of 2,397 patients he had the wishes 
of hundreds of visitors to attend to and com- 
ply with so far as duty allowed. Turning the 
newspaper men over to Supervisor George 
Cadotte and warning Dr. McGrew that aa in- 
terview was desired Mr. Morgan said: 

„% Now, boys, go where you please, see 
everything you want to see. Question the 

atients and the attendants all you desire. 

hen you have seen all you want to come 
and question me.“ 

The supervisor was seemingly as frank as 
his superior officer. Said he: “‘I have been 
here but a little while but have never raised 
my hand to a patient, and I never will. One 
can rule these poor folks by kindness, and by 
kindness better than anything else. Of course 
one must expect a stray black sheep or two 
among attendants, but a cruel one will have, 
and a disobedient oné has always had. a sum- 
mary judgment at my hands, ther he gets 
out or I do.“ 

Overcrowding and an insufficient number 
of attendants were the prineipal faults a 
critical eye could find. In Ward D W 1 
eighty-one patients are in the charge of two 
day men, At night one man hs to watch 
over the welfare of this crowded ward. D 4 
was the best ward in this respect. Here a 
similar number of attehdants had thirty- 
seven patients to watch. But they were 
the most violent kind of maniacs. In one 
ward Ferdinand Cherutee, a colored fanatic, 
ranted and reminded one of Sydney Smith’s 
** preached to death by insane curate- , In 
another Guy Olmsted, the assailant of Letter- 
Carrier Clifford, sat and scowled at passersby. 
The most unpleasant features were the cages 
wherein scantily-clad insane women sat, gib- 
bered, and exposed themselves to the passere- 
by. Here morbid excursionists seemed to de- 
light to linger. Supt. Morgan bas com- 
menced to put a stop to the cruel jeers and 
tormenting the patients once had to, endure, 
He hopes for a stout iron fence around the 
grounds, 

Some of the male attendants were as physi- 
cally perfect as a man could wish to see. 
„I've been here seven years and have yet to 
have the first complaint made against me,” 
said one young Hercules. Later thie same 
man stopped a fight between two patients. 
He did not know he was watched. ag- 
gressor was seized firmty but securely and 
persuaded rather than forced into a separate 
room. Intwo minutes ali disturbance was 
over.

WHAT SUPERVISORESS FENDER SAYS. 


Male Employes Are Never Allowed Access 
to the Female Wards. 

For six years Miss Minnie Fender has 
been directly associated with the female pa- 
tients, four years as an attendant and two 
years’ as supervisoress, Which position she 
now occupies. Although but 25 years old, 
she has the direct supervision of 565 insane 
patients, many of them violent and one who 
has the record of murdering an attendant 
in her mad frenzy. Nevertheless Miss Fen- 
der moves about among the unfortunates 


the counties of their care and turn them 
over to the State. This, he said, would 
prove particularly beneficial in the case of 
Dunning, where the overcrowding was so 
great. By establishing two more State asy- 
lums all the pauper insane in Illinois could 
be taken care of. When the patients were 
withdrawn from Dunning the buildings there 
would not afford any too much room for the 
infirmary, especially in winter, when the 
tramps came in and people were packed in 
the poorhouse like matches in a box. There 
were never any serious scandals in the great 
State hospitals. Patients were treated there. 
for their afflictions and not merely confined, 
Exercise, fresh air, pleasant surroundings, 
and something to occupy their minds were 
the main factors in curing insanity. None 
of these were possible at Dunning. The 
evils resulting from the political control of 
the institution, Dr. Benson said, were so ob- 
vious to everybody that it was not necessary 
for’ him to discuss them.

DWYER COMPLAINS OF UNFAIRNESS. 


Says the Englishmen Didn’t Give Him or 
His Horses Half a Chance. 


New ‘York, Aug. 13.—[(Special.]—Michael 
F. Dwyer, the turfman, who has been in En- 
gland with Richard Croker since last March 
racing a string of horses in English events” 
returned to this country this morning on 
the North German Lloyd steamship Fulda. 
Mr. Dwyer, from his conversation, was not 
any too favorably impressed with the sports- 
manlike qualities of English turfmen, and 
with the treatment he received at their 
hands. To his friends Mr. Dwyer talked 
about his trip. In the course of his conver- 
sation he said: 

“I returned home the owner of but one 
of the string of horses I took over with me. 


That one is Harry Reed. I cannot say 1 


am pleased with the 


treatment 
me in England. In the first place, my horses 


were almost invatlably overweighted by the 
handicappers, so it was any odds against 
my being able to win the races in which I 
had entries. In the next place the English- 
men made it a business to claim any horse 
of mine entered in a selling race which was 
so unfortunate as to run second. The only 
one I saved out of the string was, as I say, 
Harry Reed. They might have got him 
away from me too, only they were afraid I 
would win the last race in which he was 
entered. Up to that time the handicappers 
had always made Harry Reed carry some 
120 pounds, but in the race I speak of he way 
to carry but 108 pounds. 

Harry Reed had an exgellent chance to 
win the race, and they knew it. That 
wouldn’t have suited their purposes, how- 
ever, so they left him standing at the post. 
I am firmly convinced from the way it was 
done it was a deliberate action and a put-up 
job to leave him at the post. Then I quit in 
disgust and camé back. Harry Reed is now 
on the way. 

1 might have lost considerable money 
over there besides my horses but for the fact 
I placed some judicious bets on English 
horses and so covered my losses. I want to 
deny the story there has been any trouble 
between Mr. Croker and myself; That is 
absolutely not true. I simply gave it up 
because I saw the Englishmen would not 
give me anything like a fair show on their 
tracks. When I started home Mr. Croker 
intended to follow in about a month. He 
will go back there again, however, and do 
some more racing next year. Mr. Croker 
can do it profitably, perhaps, by entering 
his horses in the weight for age handicaps. 
His horses are young and he may get fair 
treatment, for the reasop that a handicap- 
per is obliged to penalize the horses in those 
handicaps at weight for age.“

Cincinnati, O., Aug. 13.—{Special.]—Presi- 
dent Brush of the Cincinnati club, when 
asked today for his opinion on the double 
umpire system, said: There ought to be two 
umpires at every league game, providing 
they both know their business, but when 
they are men such as the league has had on 
its staff this year, one umpire hs enough. I 
find it takes two men to watch the game as 
it is played nowadays. It is almost an im- 
possibility for one man to give satisfaction. 
if the matter comes to a vote at the next 
meeting of the league I will cast my vote 
in favor of the double system. I feel confi- 
dent the league will have much better um- 
pires next season than at present. 

“How the Temple cup series should be 
played is a question every fair-minded man 
can decide but one way. I saw in THE TRIB- 
UNE recently that several of the league mag- 
nates insist the New York club shall be one 
of the teams to play for the trophy.

PRESIDENT STUCK Y HAS A NEW PLAN 


How He Would Furnish U mpires—He Likes 
the Ladies Day.” 

Louisville, Ky., Aug. 13.— [Special. —Presi- 
dent T. Hunt Stucky of the Louisville club, 
discussing the double umpire system today, 
said: “I favor the double umpire system by 
all means, and I hope to see it in force next 
year.

- THE TREASURY RESERVE BOF GOLD. 
There is no room for doubt that President

issue of bonds should it be deemed necessary 
to maintain the public credit, and that such 
issue will be announced promptly whenever 
the situation shows it to be advisable to 
make it. This information comes from close 
friends of the President and is striotly in 
line with his declarations last winter when 
the contract was made with the bond eyn- 
dicate.

It probably would not be allowed to fall as 
low as 60 millions before the offering of an- 
other lot of bonds. 

Treasury officials state they do not expect 
that a new bond issue will be needed this 
summer. The admission that the need 
would be promptly met is intended to pre- 
vent alarm over the recent exports of gold 
and to assure the business public that they 
need have no fear of another break down in 
public credit. Probably this announcement 
will be all that is required to prevent it. 


tinctly due to fears that the country might 
be soon precipitated upon the silver basis 
for which the silver extremists have been 
agitating. But for that it would not have 
occurred, The contract was made just at 
the time those extremists were jubilant over 
the prospect of entering on a period of silver 
monometallism, and the result has abund- 
antly justified the wisdom of the measure. 
The President is equally determined now as 
then, and members of the sydicate have as- 
sured the Treasury officials that they intend 
to protect their customers in Europe, adding 
the statement that some degree of assist- 
ance afforded the United States Treasury 
would be, in their opinion, a small price to 
pay for the maintenance of good faith with 
the purchasers of American securities and 
the continuance of 4 foreign market for 
them. It is not known if the syndicate 
stands ready to take another issue of bonds 
in case one be decided upon (it has the first 
option on any issue that may be offered up 
to the beginning of October), but there is 
very little doubt it would do so or that it has 
not fully determined that the revival of 
business shall not be upset by another panic 
over the maintenance of the reserve. 
Treasury officials are expecting that the 
tide of gold movement soon will set in 
towards the United States. They base this 
expectation on the experience of the last 
four years, which has shown an excess of 
imports in August or a slight excess of ex- 
ports followed by a gain in imports during 
September and October, though none of 
those years were favorable to an excess of 
gold imports. The year 1892, the one pre- 
ceding the panic, was the only one of the 
four that showed an excess of exports in 
September. The demand on the ast for 
money with which to move the crops has 
been somewhat delayed this year by the fact 
that banks in the West and South were fair- 
ly well supplied with currency, and also be- 
cause thecrop of winter wheat, which moves 
earliest, is relatively a small one. But the 
yield of spring wheat is a large one, and 
soon that will be moving in force to mar- 


and the biggest corn crop ever raised in the 
United States will follow with its quota of 
freight to carriers on land and water. 
Other farm products will help as usual to 
swell the moving tide, and the result ought 
to be a considerable inflow of gold to the 
National Treasury in exchange for the 
small bills needed to pay for the produce to 
be transported away from the places where 
it is produced, while considerable amounts 
of gold ought to come hither across the 
Atlantic in payment for that part of the 
produce which is sent abroad. 


OPEN GAMBLING AT HARLEM. 

Having failed to obtain the passage of their 
“revenue bill” at the special session of the 
Legislature of this State the gamblers have 
decided to “run wide open’’ at the Harlem 
race track west of this city. They have in- 
vented a secretive handbook,“ the peculiar 
feature of which is that the tickets issued to 
the persons who make bets with the book- 
makers show only the book number. They 
bear no evidence of being worth anything at 
all or of carrying with them any pledge that 
the bet will be honored if the Book loses. 
Perhaps it is expected by this to evade the 
law in case of interference by State officials, 
but there is no such cloak or pretense of one 
in regard to other gambling near the tracks. 
On an upper floor, with no attempt at con- 
cealment, is a large room in which several 
games are running at full blast. There area 
faro layout,“ a roulette wheel, and a com- 
plete crap“ outfit. All these games were 
actively patronized Monday afternoon, asa 
sequel to the racing, and it is said that the 
managers have secured “conveniences” 
which attract many people there in the 
evening. 

The fellows who are running these games 
in open defiance of the law are reported 
to have expressed the belief that they will 
not be interfered with. It is claimed that 
the gambling outside the tracks is being 
conducted by a different set of persons 
from those who are managing’ the races, and 
it is intimated that the Harlemites wink at 
the presence of the former, as they have an 
arrangement by which part of the profits of 
the gambling den goes into their treasury, or 
into the pockets of some individuals. On 
the race tracks it has been alleged that the 
State officials will not meddle, because 
they need the money themselves for vacation 
expenses, and certain ones are broadly 
himted at as those with whom things have 
been “‘fixed.’’

He says there can be no 
question that an enormous quantity of water 
will be taken from Lake Michigan for the fill- 
ing of the canal, the volume being constant- 
ly equal to one-third of that contained in the 
Mississippi River, or three times that In the 
Ohio River. He says the diversion of traffic 
from the Erie is all a matter of conjecture, 
though in Chicago it is looked on as a cer- 
tainty that considerable lake commerce will 
seek the sea through the Mississippi Valley 
as soon as the ¢anal is completed, but that 
it is thought the canal will bring traffic to 
the Erie as well as take it away, and that 
new and distant localities in the West will 
use the canal as an economical route to the 
East. It hardly needs to be said that the 
first part of this information might have 
been obtained without the loss of time and 
money involved in making a visit to Chi- 
cago, and that the remaining portion might 
have been guessed at as closely from a 
glance at the map as from his personal in- 
spection. Hence it does not appear that his 
visit is likely to be of any value to those who 
sent him here—namely: the persons and as- 
sociations at the East who are about to 
begin the campaign for an appropriation of 
$9,000,000 for the improvement of the Erie 
Canal.

schools, heads of any principal department 
of the city, members of the Law Depart- 
ment, and one private secretary of the 
Mayor.”

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ANAL ANDTH 


GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATING THE 
EFFEOT OF THE BIG DITOH. 


Secretary of War Sends a Committee Here 
to Make a Theoretical Report on the 
Result the Drainage Way Will Work 
on Navigation=The Commission, Ab- 
companied by Trustees, Visit the Con- 
structionIt Consists of Army Engi- 
neers~ Will Not Finish Its Labors Soon. 


An important investigation of the drain- 
age canal was begun yesterday. The inves- 
tigation is to be conducted by representa- 
tives of the United States Government and 
will be far-reaching in its results in case 
those who are conducting it decide adversely 
on the question as to whether navigation on 
the lakes would be seriously affected by the 
letting of Water into Chicago’s drainage 
canal, 

The séttlement of the question of reducing 
the lake level cannot be made yet, and one 
of the committee conducting the investi- 
gation said last night the report would sim- 
ply be the opinion reached, which would be 
based on theory. It would be impossible, he 
said, to ascertain how much lake levels 
would be reduced until an actual test by al- 
lowing the water to flow into the drainage 
canal was made, and then it would be years 
before a definite and positive conclusion 
could be reached. 

The committee apointed by the Secretary 
of War is composed of the following engin- 
eers of the United States army: Gen, O. M. 
Poe of Detroit, Maj. Ruffner of Buffalo, 
and Maj. W. L. Marshall of Chicago. 
Yesterday’s examination was the first step 
in what may drag along for some time. So 
quietly were preparations made by drainage 
officers that no one knew of the presence of 
the commission in the city until the mem- 
bers boarded a train on the San- 
ta Fé railroad at 8:30 a.m. in the com- 
pany of the following representing the 
Drainage Board: President Wenter, Trust- 
ees Cooley and Eckhart, Engineer Isham 
Randolph. They left the train at Corwith, 
near the Drainage Canal, and there took 
carriages, using them when practicable dur- 
ing the day, and the rest of the time walking 
that they might the closer examine the 
canal. 

Visit the Course. 

The trip was made as far as Lemont, where 
the party took the afternoon train for Chi- 
cago, arriving here about 6 o’clock. The ex- 
amination of the part of the canal visited 
was thorough, and the members of the com- 
mittee were well satisfied with what they ac- 
complished the first day. No notes or meas- 
urements of any kind were made, the com- 
mittee trusting for those on the plans in the 
office of the Drainage Board. 

The impression seems to prevail that the 
calculations of the drainage board as to the 
effect on the lake level were nearly correct, 
and that the fears of navigators that great 
harm would be done were without founda- 
tion in fact, and were merely natural appre- 
hensions of mariners. However, the mem- 
bers of the committee were reticent and dis- 
inclined to talk and give their opinions, say- 
ing they must be reserved for the War De- 
partment. , 

The committee was appointed in conse- 
quence of a request made to the Secretary of 
War by the Lake Carriers’ Association, 
which comprises the larger and more im- 
portant of the vessel owners, those of De- 
troit and Cleveland principally. They fear 
the drainage canal would lower the level of 
the great lakes. Drainage board officials 
Say these fears are groundless. The com- 
plaints determined the government to make 
an examination, the result of which will 
guide the government. 


Will Resume Work Today. 

The investigating committee will take a 
train this morning for Lockport and from 
there work towards Lemont, yesterday's 
finishing place, and thus will have completed 
an inspection of the canal in two days, The 
following day, Thursday, the committee will 
meet in the office of Maj. Marshall; No. 
2255 Wabash avenue, and there take up the 
subject of the construction of the canal to 
ascertain whether it is adapted for carrying 
water and the probable effect its opening 
will have on water levels. 

By the latter part of the week théy will be 
ready to find whether they can reach a con- 
clusion in which they can all join, and, fail- 
ing in that, will make separate reports or 
adjourn for the time and consider the sub- 
ject later.

At this time no one can tell accurately 
what effect this canal will have on the level 
of Lake Michigan. It may reduce it three 
inches and it may lower it eight. One thing 
is certain—it is the greatest piece of engi- 
neering now being carried on in the 
United States, and I look upon the canal as 
a magnificent piece of work.”

PROF. E. W. BEMIS DELIVERS A LECTURE. 
He Talks on Municipal Ownership of Gas 
Prof. E. W. Bemis, late of the University 
of Chitago, addressed the Society for Ethic- 
al Culture last night at No, 40 Dearborn [| 
street on Municipal Ownership of Gas and 
Electrie Lighting Plants.”’ 

Prof. Bemis’ recent troubles with the Uni- 
versity of Chicago made him an object of 
especial interest and a large crowd turned 
out to hear him. 

Prof. Bemis was introduced by Prof. 
Herbert Miller, who, after referring to the 
ns og professor as a friend of humanity, 
said: 


“Prof. Bemis has until lately been an 
active member of the staff of the University 
Chicago, which teaches a great many 
things—t languages, Latin, Greek, 
French, an, Oriental and Occidental! 
languages. It teaches science—the facts of 
science—and I suppose some of the laws; it 
also teaches literature—in fact, it teaches 
pretty nearly everything but humanity. 
{Applause,} But having been founded by a 
buceaneer of industry-it is scarcely to be ex- 
pected the ethical teachings should be much 
different from those of its founder.” [Ap- 
plause.) 

Prof. Bemis 


them took up the question of 
city owership of gas and electric light. 
Pai l lis, he said, was most talked 
about in connection with city ownership, 
this because its management of gas had 
te some extent proved a failure, and was, 
therefore, urged by the opponents of munici- 
pal ownership as an argument against the 
reform movement. During the féw years 
prior to 1887 Philadelphia carried the burden 
of a corrupt city government. Since 1887. 
however, the city-owned plant has been a 
success, gas selling at $1, while New York 
and Baltimore dispensed gas at $1.25 per 
thousand feet. Prof. Bemis said Chicago 
ought to furnish gas for 40 and 50 cents, in- 
stead of 90 cents, as is now the case. 

After reviewing the corrupt practices of 
City Councils in leading American cities, 
Prof. Bemis said the people were getting all 
they deserved, and as long as men read in 
newspapers of corrupt municipal legislation 
and then threw their papers away and dis- 
missed the matter from their thoughts there 
was little hope for reform. Prof. Bemis, 
however, did not advocate unqualified city 
ownership of gas and electric lighting. 


STOCK-YARDS WAR AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


New Company Incorporated in Which Chi- 
cagoans Are Interested. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 13.—[{Special.]— 
The big stock-yards war that has been 
threatening to break out here against _the 
Union StockgYards for some time has been 
formally declared. Tomorrow articles of 
incorporation for a new company will be filed 
and inside of sixty days the backers of a 
$2,000,000 enterprise claim they will be 
ready for business. 

Kingan & Co., the big packing-house people 
of Indianapolis and Kansas City, are the 
principal local people figuring in the deal. 
but the bulk of the money said to be back of 
the scheme is put up by Green, Embry & 
Co. of Louisville and Kariton, Embry & 
Co. of Cincinnati, two millionaire. firms 
largely interested in the stock-yards at 
those two cities. 

John Cudahy of Chicago is also believed 
to be one of the company, through his stock- 
yards connections at Louisville. Kingan & 
Co. will put up a $200,000 beef packing plant 
at once on the grounds of the new com- 
pany, which are located across the river in 
West Indianapolis from their big pork pack- 
ing establishment here. The company has 
forty acres across the Indianapolis and Vin- 
cennes tracks from the Union Stock- Yards. 
The land has been secretly purchased for 
$60,000. 

At a secret meeting of the West Indianapo- 
lis Council tonight an ordinance was passed 
giving the new stock-yards the right to 
build tracks and switches, and when the an- 
nouncement is made in the morning it will be 
the first intimation to the Union Stock- 
Yards that it is to have a formidable rival.

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OMAHA’S NEW POLICE BOARD WILL 
DEMAND POSSESSION. 


Old Board Claims It Will Not Surrender 
# and a Violent Clash Scenes Inevitable= 
Contempt Case. Goes Against Attorney 
William D. Beckett—Judge Scott Re- 
fuses to Go Back on His Decision and 
Threatens Disbarment Proceedings 
Against the Offending Lawyer. 

Omaha, Neb., Aug. 13.—{Special.J—At no 
time since the new Police Commission law 
went into effect has the situation been more 
serious than it is tonight. The new board, 
in persuance of its formal notice made last 
night, will sit at 10 o’clock in the morning 
and appoint seventy-five patrolmen, Cap- 
tains, and Sergeants. Every patrolman of 
the old force has been. notified to report to 
the new board in the morning or be imme- 
diately dismissed. About twenty of these 
will, it is reported tonight, recognize the 
authority of the new board and receive their 
assignments to duty under it. 

The new trial board was inclined to ten- 
der the office of Chief of Police to Martin 
White, but the latter has made public a let- 
ter tonight affirming fealty to the old board. 
The City Council will order the holdover 
Commissioners and Chief White to vacate 
their quarters in the City Hall and Police 
Judge Berka will ignoro the patrolmen of 
the old régime and recognize those of the 
new. 

When the new police force begins business 
tomorrow a series of conflicts seems inevita- 
ble. The holdover board tonight answered 
the formal demand of the new board for pos- 
session. It reaffirms its determination no 
to yield an iota. The Central Station is full 
of armed specials and regulars. The day 
force is held for duty tonight, and the 
mounted patrolmen are within easy call, as 
are the detectives. Every preparation is 
made to protect the authority of the hold- 
over board and defeat the purpose of the 
new board. The conditions are ripe for 
serious trouble. 

Scott-Reckett Ambrogtio. 

When Judge Scott opened court this morn- 
ing the court-room was thronged with peo- 
ple bent upon hearing the contempt trial of 
Attorney William D. Beckett. The defend- 
ant was tardy, but the court did not wait 
for him and proceeded to the examination 
of witnesses in his own behalf, not, as he 
said, to the detriment of the defendant but 
to protect the veracity and dignity of the 
court. Attorney Davis asked that proceed- 


ings be stopped until the defendant could 


reach the court-room, but was ignored. 

Bailiff Savage) Attorney Wilgockie, and a 
newspaper reporter testified to the alleged 
attempted assault upon Scott; that Beck- 
ett had charged the court with falsifying 
and had resisted a court officer whom the 
Judge ordered to eject the offender. 

At this point Mr. Beckett, accompanied 
by his attorneys,entered the courtroom, and 
Mr. Davis asked that Mr. Beckett be allowed 
to make his statement. Mr. Beckett em- 
phatically denied the statements of the 
court’s friends in almost every particular. 
Mr. Beckett said when he went to the court- 
house yesterday morning it was for the pur- 
pose of asking Judge Scott to allow Judge 
Duffie to sit with him in the hearing of the 
arguments in the poor farm cases, as the 
case was on Judge Duffie’s docket and would 
eventually have to be tried before him. This 
request Judge Scott refused, and became an- 
gered, finally declaring that he would trans- 
fer the case to Judge Duffie and would not 
hear it. 

“You were emphatic in your statement, 
your Honor,” said Mr. Beckett, that you 
would not hear the case at all. You were 
then talking to Mr. Wilgocki and I was 
talking to Mr. Keller. I said to him that I 
had made a mistake apparently and that I 
had supposed that I would have a hearing 
on the case. Your Honor then spoke up and 
said that you had never said any such 
thing. I replied that I was sure you had, 
and these statements were repeated several 
times with more or less emphasis. I admit 
that the affair was useemly, improper, and 
unprofessional, but I never supposed that 
the court was in session. We were both at 
fault. If your Honor had been on the bench 
in this court-room no such language would 
have been used by me.

PERFECT THE INDIANA GLASS TRUST. 


Officers for the State Organization Elected 
at Indianapols. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 13. [Special. 
Every window glass factory in Indiana was 
represented today at a meeting of manufact- 
urers at the Bates House. An Indiana trust 
was organized and officers elected, but the 
names will not be given out. Philip Mather 
was President of the old association and it 
is believed was elected to the sanie post by 
the new.

MENTS FOR A FAIR BUILDING. 


He Threatens to Withheld His Signature 
from the Vouchers for the Workmen’s 
Pay Unless the Committee Agrees to 
Exceed Its Appropriation and Build 
the Spires He Wunted- Developments 
in the Clagcy Case That Point te Mur- 
der. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 13.—{Special.]—Gov. 
Altgeld has just given an interesting exhibi- 
tion of his determination to have his own 
way in every matter over which he 
exercises control. This latest exhibition 
was given at the risk df stopping all work 
on the new building now under’ construc- 
tion at the State Fair grounds, and prevent- 
ing the holding of a State fair this year. 

Gov. Altgeld took a notion that the great 
Machinery Hall was being made too plain 
for a State building that was being built for 
all time, and suggested to the Construction 
committee of the State Board of Agriculture 
that the building ought to be ornamented 
with ‘certain spires and other decorative 
work to suit his esthetic tastes. The com- 
mittgemen objected diplomatically that the 
funds at their disposal had all been appor- 
tioned among the various buildings to be 
constructed, and the other improvements to 
be made, and that they could not afford to 
make the changes he desired.. The Governor 
still insisted, however, and it is understood 
that the discussion waxed warm, with the 
result that the committeemen flatly refused 
to carry out the ideas of the Executive. But 
he held the trump card and played it, and 
took the trick. 

A number of vouchers for work on the 
State Fair buildings were presented to his 
Excellency and he flatly refused to sign 
them or to approve any more for further 
work unless his spires were placed on Ma- 
chinery Hall. The committeemen expostu- 
lated in vain, They warned the Governor 
that the hanging up of these vouchers would 
stop all work on the new building and thatif 
he did not allow the board to complete them 
they would not hold any fair this year and 
would see that the people ünderstood who 
was to blame. They also reminded him that 
several hundred workmen would be deprived 
of their pay for their work for the last two 
weeks unless he signed the vouchers. 

But none of these things moved Gov. Alt- 
geld and the committeemen suddenly found 
themselves without funds. Saturday was 
pay day at the grounds, but the contractors 
‘were unable to pay their men for the last 
two weeks’ work. The committee was power- 
less to help the contractors and things began 
to look serious yesterday when the bricklay- 
ers went on strike because they were not 


Finally the committcemen capitulated. 
They called in their architect and the con- 
tractor for the Machinery Building and found 
they could put on the.spires and other gim- 
cracks that Gov. Altgeld wanted for 85,000. 
They considered this an unecessary expense, 
but they did not know what else to do and 
finally notified Gov. Altgeld this afternoon 
that they would carry out his suggestions. 
They had the vouchers with them and he im- 
mediately signed them. No time was lost 
in drawing the money on them. The work- 
men were paid off this evening and will re- 
sume work tomorrow. 

Everything is serene again, but the mem- 
bers of the Construction committee have 
come to the conclusion that their membership 
on the State Board of Agriculture does not 
amount to much when Gov. Altgeld consti- 
tutes himself the entire board, although he 
is not a member ot that body. But the Gov- 
ernor’s spires will adorn Machinery Hall all 
the same. 


TO FOLLOW UP THE CLANCY MURDER. 


Wife of the Man Who Was Killed Supposed 
to Be in Chicago. 

Toledo, O.. Aug. 13.—[Special.}—Patrick 
Boyle, whe eloped with Mrs. Frank Clancy 
from Kalamazoo, Mich., was arrested today, 
suspected of being implicated in the murder 
of Frank Clancy.

Accordingly he started for the elevated 
train, feeling as if pursued by the crowd, Ac- 
costed by aman who asked for a street he 
felt sure he was in a detective’s grasp, and 
was about to produce the purse when the man 
went away. Ifa passenger caught his eye on 
the car he was convinced that the owner had 
followed him. While waiting at Adams and 
State streets for a carette two policemen came 
up. Mr. Cook feit that his hour had come, 
and he was expecting to be grabbed and placed 
in a patrql wagon, but the cops passed on 
without arresting him, and he finally reached 
his place of busingss in safety. Here he vent- 
ured to open the pocketbook. The owner’s 
name was one ascertained, as some haif- 
dozen cards within showed him to be Geurge 
J. Harris, agent for the Ogdensburg Transit 
company. Every cent ot money ,was gone, 
but ,the pockets were filled with passes on 
many roads, and papers. : 

After finding his address Mr. Cook tele. 
phoned to Mr. Harris, and the next mornmg 
had the pleasure of handing him the pocket- 
book, minus a considerable sum of money 
which it had contained when Mr. Harris en- 
tered the baseball grounds.

bound threw them high in the air and in 


falling both struck near together on a pile of 
frame work built of angle iron. Both were 
terribly mangled. ‘The accident resulted 
from the breuking of a large iron hook- 
which, it is said, was guaranteed to hold 
three times the weight with which it was 
burdened when it gave way. The hook was 
attached to a huge block and tackle which 
was almost new. It was supposed 
to capable of sustaining 
fifty tons and was guaranteed to hold twenty 
tons. It had just been used to raise the east 
one-half of the big structural frame. Ihe 
west half was already in piace. Each part 
weighs seven tons, second huge section 
of the truss, 160 feet in length, nung su- 
pended by the hook in the middle, whiie the 
two workmen, perched on the highest end, 
were busy placing the bolis which were to 
hold it until the rivets could be driven. With. 
out the slightest warning the crash came 
a moment later the giant beam 
was a tangled mass of twisted iron on 
the ground and the two men were dead ia the 
ruins. Had the Kk occurred but a mo- 
ment before a dozen men who were at work 
where it fell would have been killed,

larly unpleasant reading for the policyholders 
of the company, who were called upon recently 
to pay an assessment of three times the amount 
of the first year’s premiums to make good the 
shortage in the bank account of the corporation. 
According to the figures of the experts who made 
the examination on behalf of the Insurance De- 
partment, the total assets of the company are 
only $11,220 and the liabilities are $57,513. These 
figures are complete up te July 27, when the ex- 
amination was made, and the receipts since that 
time are small, as the policyholders are resisting 
the assessment, and owing to the trouble the com- 
pany has had over the assessment new business 
has been but little. The IHinois Mutual, which 
was started by Franklin C. Taylor, began business 
in October, 1894, and from the date of the first 
policy until Jan. 1 the premiums amounted to 
$10,191, and from Jan. 1 until July 27 they 
amounted to $25,743. Assessments to the amount 
of $1,102 were collected, and other receipts brought 
the total income up to $46,755. Return premiums 
amounting to $4,727 were paid, leaving the net 
income $42,026. The total disbursements were 
$32,139, leaving in the bank $9,743 and agents’ 
balances of $1,486. Against this the company 
has liabilities of $57,513, showing an apparent 
impairment of $46,000. There are some interest- 
ing figures in the report of the Commissioner 
shown in the following tables:

It will be seen by these official figures that the 
commissions paid by the company amounted to 
$11,200, which with the salaries amounting to 
$5,565 made a total of expenses for these two items 
alone of $16,855. The total of resisted claims 
amount to $18,000, which is considerable when 
the fact is taken into consideration that the total 
payments are onfy $8,648. The pro rata of un- 
earned premiums is $14,425, leaving as the earned 
premiums less than $26,000, while the losses paid 
are $8,648, the losses due $3,720, the losses re- 
sisted $18,000, and the losses reported $20,677, 
making a total of $51,035 for the first ten months 
of the company's existence, or almost twice the 
earned premiums not counting commissions and 
other expenses. 

The work of examining into the affairs of the 
company on behalf of the policyholders of. the 
company is now going un. It will probably result 
about as the examination by the Commissioner. 
The committee is to make its report to Judge 
Goggin in the Superior Court tomorrow morning 
in the proceedings growing out of the applicatian 
for the appointment of a receiver. The policy- 
helders are determined to push the application for 
a receiver to take charge of the company’s affairs.

The Fire Reinsurance company of London is 
seeking te secure applications for shares in Chi- 
cago. This company, which is being promoted by 
H. L. Mitchell, proposes transacting exclusively 
a reinsurance business, and it is asking Chicago 
people to make investments in shares of the par 
value of £1 each, payable 2 shillings and 6 pence 
on application, 5 shillings on allotment, and the 
balance, if required, in calls of not more than 2 
shillings 6 pence each, and at intervals of not 
less than two months between calls. A number of 
the prominent insurance men in Chicago as well 
as capitalists have received private and confiden- 
tial prospectuses of the company, with a request 
that shares be taken. 

In Chicago there seems to be but little desire on 
the part of ingestors to take stock in local fire 
insurance companies. All other sort of stocks are 
picked up readily, but there are only two Chicago 
fire insurance stock companies, and but one of 
these is of any considerable proportions. This 
company has paid dividends of 10 per cent each 
year since it got on its feet. and is now making 
money. A number of Chicago men own stocks in 
other insurance companies. There are a number 
of stockholders in the Springfield of Springfield, 
in the Northwestern National of Milwaukee, the 
Niagara of New York, and the Liverpool and Lon- 
don and Globe. 

“In view of the fact that insurance talent in 
this city is considered good, that the results of the 
business have been good, and the abundance of 
capital here it is strange more local companies are 
not started.“ said a prominent manager yesterday. 
The main reason, in my opinion, for this lies in 
the fact that those persons engaged in the fire 
insurance business who have the acquaintance and 
confidence of capitalists can make more money 
in operating agencies than they could do as mana- 
gers of local insurance companies.

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The Security Trust company of Philadelphia has 
recently been organized under an old charter with 
a capital stock of $500,000. Ex-Gov. Pattison is 
to be President of the reorganized company, R. P. 
Field Vice-President, and P. E. Cooke Sefretary 
and Treasurer. The company is to do a life busi- 
ness among the under average class, as well as a 
trust, safe deposit, and banking business.

Anxiety and trepidation marked every 
countenance in the Cook County Hospital 
yesterday. The higher employés had pale. 

faces and blood-shot eyes, the result 
ofa night of study. The cooks and scrub- 
women sighed as they worked, and muttered 
one to another: 

‘‘Paith, and I knew them questions, but I 
was so flustrated when I was in the presence 
of thim fine gentlemen I clean forgot me 
name and avocation.”’ 

Yesterday was the second of the civil service 
examinations conducted by the Commission- 
ers, and every employé was either dreading a 
summons into the inquisitorial presence or re- 
flecting on his actions while there.

Interesting Evidence Concerning How Pol- 
. ities Is Fixed Up. 

Further evidence was heard yesterday in 
the Evergreen Park election case. W. C. 
Thompson, a real estate dealer, was put upon 
the stand by the defense for the purpose of 
showing that outside of politics there has been 
a systematic effort to induce people from the

Andrew Olin, a member of the Board of 
Trustees, who was a candidate for reélection, 
testified to a conversation in Frankel’s print- 
ing office in which McMillan, the newspaper 
man who testified last week, said he had come 
to Evergreen Park to help the Republicans in 
the election and would remain until after the 
election. 

At the afternoon session the principal wit- 
ness Was Mrs. Charles Bixby of Evergreen 
Park, and her testimony upset the plans of 
the attorneys ta conelude the evidence. Mrs. 
Bixby is the wife of a Justice of the Peace, 
and she is also, or was, the keeper of a board. 
ing-house. She told the court that in March. 
several weeks before the election, Gunderson, 
the olerk of the Village Board, and candidate 
for reélection, called at her house and asked 
her if she did not want some boarders. She 
said Gunderson told her that the board was 
about to bring some election people into 
the town and she could have, if she desired, a 
house full of them as boarders. Gunderson 
said the board of the men, of whom there 
would be about forty, would be guaranteed 
by the village, and she had no occasion to 
fear that she would lose any money. The 
witness said Gunderson told her they were 
going to bring forty or fifty men into the 
town and more than that if necessary. 

rhe witness said she took twelve of the men 
to board with her, and Frankel, one of the 
trustees, paid her $10 on account, Mrs. 
Bixby’s testimony will te continued this 
morning, and Frankel Sill probably be re- 
called in rebuttal. After this testimony has 
been finished the arguments will begin. Euch 
side will be allowed haif a day. 


GREAT NORTHERN MAY GET PERMIT. 


Objections Are Raised, but the Hotel Com- 
pany May Be Allowed to Build, 

The permit for an addition to the Great 
Northern Hotel may yet be issued by the city 
Buildme Department despite the fact that 
Agsistant Corporation Counsel Dupuy holds 
that the old permit hasexpired. It was taken 
out Nov. 23, 1891, by David E. Bradley, the 
owner of the property adjoining the present 
building. With the purchase of the property 
by the hotel company the permit was trans- 
ferred to the hotel. It provided for an office 
building 815165. feet, fronting on Jackson 
anc Quincy streets. The ground floor was to 
be used fora store. The plans of the Great 
Northern Hotel company contemplate a 
theater building on the ground floors bet ween 
the two streets. Objection to the approval of 
the plans is made by the Commissioner on 
the ground that the original rmit is 
changed. Further objection is made by Mr. 
Dupuy, who replied to the Commi-sioner’s in- 
quiry in an elaborate opinion. Building 
Commissioner Downey said yesterday he 
thought the city might allow the building to 
be erected, 


PLANS FOR A SCHOOL FOR THE WAIFS. 


Board of Education Favors a Course of 
Schooling for Unfortunates. . 

The Committee on School Management of 
the Board of Education met yesterday after- 
noon and transacted routine business. A peti- 
tion from the Chicago Waifs’ Mission and 
Traiuing signed by President R. 8. 
Tuthill and the directors, was read asking the 
Board et Education to rent a room 90x40 at 
No. 194 Washington street, adjoining the 
mission, for a school-room for waifs. Chair- 
man Brenan said he had examindd the room 
and it could be made into two excellent 
school-rooms, The last statement of the 
mission school, which had deen  sus- 
tained by the board for five years, 
showed - an enroliment of 112 and an 
average attendance of thirty-five or foi ty. 
Mr, Brenan said the schooi had done much 
good and he was in favor of enlarging it. Mr. 
Daniels addressed the committee, saying one 
reason for enlarging the school was t it 
could bring more boys out of Gamblers 
alley into contact with the finest bath 
rooms in the city, the plant having cost 
$4,000, A motion was carried that a sub- 
committee of three, with Mr. Brenan as 
Chairman, be appointed to consider the peti- 
tion. 

A communication was read from J. R. 
Lewis, Secretary of the Atlanta Cotton States 
Exposition, asking the board to make an ex- 
hibit in the Educational Department. It was 
referred to Supt. Lane, with power to pre- 
pare an exhibit. 


THINK THE POLICEMAN WAS RIGHT. 


Witnesses Testify in Behalf of John Me- 
Mahon in a Street Fight Case. 

At the meeting of the Police Trial Board 
yesterday there was a great deal of evidence 
to exonerate Policeman John McMahon of 
the Harrison Street Station, who was on 
trial for an alleged assault upon Andrew A, 
Hall, No. 208 Eldridge court. 

Friday night McMahon was, he said, 
pounced upon by a crowd in front of No. 410

ernor. | 

This line of action accounts for Ben 
Cable’s plan falling down at the conference

idea which Mr. Cable had worked out in his 
fertile brain, it is stated on good authority, 
provided that an organization in opposition 
to. the State machine should be formed. If 
the machine men could not be whipped into 
line the scheme was to hold an independent 
State convention and select a delegation to 
the national convention. 

United States Marshal Brinton, ex-Sena- 
tor Farmer, and ex-Congressman Forman 
are the men who are principally responsible 
for side-tracking the object of the confer- 
ence, Even Washington Hesing opposed 
going up against the machine and advised 
against a counter organization.
